fied and to return to work, A member of. 
tha Chinese deputation, in consultation with 
others, expresecd a desiro to know from the 
Committee what their views were as to 
‘Fubstituting the landlord for rogistration, 
instead of the tenant as proposed. The 
Committes, in view of the fact that tho 
Chinese deputation, many:of whom were im- 
pertant landlords, had expressed a williag- 
ness to be registered in place of the tenant 
in order to bridge the present difficulty, saw 
Do reason to object tw the transposition ; 
especially as the Government ig. tha Ordin- 
ance reogutly pasaed provided for hie (the 
Tendon) registration in default of the 
tenant, ya * rs 

The Chiness deputation then asked the 
Committee if they would embody their viows 
upon the subject of the landlord being re- 
gistered in their guarantee, to mbich the 
Committee assented. This guarantee was 
then drawn upin English io the terms which 
have appeared in the public papers. Tho 
deputation thereapon informed the Com- 
mittee that they. would. translate it inte 
Chinese and aunonace-it-for the information 
of the coolies, aud they hoped that it might 
have the desired effect.”
